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WHERE REPUBLICANS 


WILL HOLD THEIR 


NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


BY CYRUS SYLVESTER. 
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Although 
the national Republican 


convention will not assemble until June 
1!). Philadelphia is already making 
preparation for the eveut. Where and 
•when tbe Democratic national conven- 
tion is to meet have not yet been deter- 
mined. But the Republicans have oil- 
ed up the national maculae and are 
getting ready to name their candidate 
for the presidential race. 


Philadelphia, having secured the con- 


vention, is fortunate in possessing a 
building which will accommodate the 
big crowd that it takes to make such a 
momentous choice as that of national 
standard bearer Cor a big party. Gen- 
erally it has been found necessary to 
put up a building for the purpose. 
| 


These temporary structures have of- 


ten boon barnlike, ramshackle affairs, 
lacking ventilation, acoustic properties 
iind all comfortable qualities. In them 
the delegates have sweltered and an- 
ticipated sudden jleath from collapsed 
•wall*. It is almost ••wonderful that no 
serious accidents have over marred any 
of the big conventions. 


But the building in which Philadel- 


phia will house the thousands of Re- 
publicans who will gather to name 
their presidential candidate is said to 
be well fitted for the purpose and far 
more substantial than many structures 
formerly used for such purposes. 
It 


was built for the National Export ex- 
position and not only possesses archi- 
t<5ctnral attractions, but is solidly built. 
The rhiladolphians insist, too, that the 
big auditorium which is to be created 
Tinder its roof will have all sorts of de- 
sirable qualities. 
: 


In spite of these assurances there has 


ing the building in shape for the con- 
vention includes all changes, 18,000 
folding chairs, decorations and the 
restoration oC the auditorium and the 
east and west arcades. 


To the south of the convention hall 


is tho center pavilion, which will be 
placed at the disposition of tho com- 
mittee and will permit of commodious 
restaurants, eoatroonis, etc. It Is 
claimed by Engineer In Chief John 
Birkitibiue that this will be the best 
convention hall used in 30 years. The 
hall will be larger than that of the 
Madison Square Garden, which the 
committee from New York had in view 
in case it succeeded in bringing the 
'convention to that city. 


Tim acoustics of the great building, 


which arc already excellent, will bo 
further improved by the erection of 
an immense sounding board directly 
over the stage, and experts claim that 
the hearing properties will then sur- 
pass those of any hall ever used'for a 
similar purpose. 
The new stage will 


be semicircular and raised in stops, so 
that the speaker may be seen from 
any point in the building, the speakers' 
pint form being placed woll forward. 


Tlio committee has also given careful 


attention to the matter of handling the 
crowds at the hall, and extensive ar- 
rangements are being made to insure 
order, to limit admission to the build- 
ing to those having credentials or tick 
ets and to obviate till crowding or dif- 
ficulty in reaching seats. 


The delegates will be arranged ac- 


cording to states, each state having a 
separate section, in the center of which 
will rise a big placard bearing the 
state's name, very, much as sections

It has bcou said 
that the seating capacity will bo limit- 
ed to :s.OOO and that the thousands of 
enthusiasts who ate not delegates, but 
who atteud national convcutlous as 
spectators. v>-ill be shut out. 


The Philadelphia people deny this 


with iiuieu iudiguatiou and declare 
that even without alterations the au- 
ditorium will comfortably seat 0,000 
persons and that wheu the. onlarge- 
lueuts, work on which has already 
been begr.u, are completed, the hall 
•will be more commodious than auy 
ever used for such purposes before. It 
is quite probable, too, that the Phila- j 
delpliians are right. 


Originally the auditorium was used 


J»s the main exposition building and 
was divided into several small halls. 
The carpenters now busy in the build- 
ing will convert that portion between 
the north and the center pavilions into 
one mammoth hall. This Will leave the 
outiro north pavilion, in which is locat- 
ed the main entrance, for committee 
rooms, press bureaus, telegraph offices 
and anterooms. A large stage will he 
built behind the present concert plat- 
form, and from that, in fan shape, will 
be placed tiers of folding chairs. 


The thin, shallow walls inclosing the 


present auditorium will he taken out, 
thus leaving a hall with solid brick 
Avails 300 feet long and ^!)5 feet wide. 
This will give a floor space of 88,500 
square feet, with a seating capacity of 
18,000. There will bo numerous large 
aisles, and tho hall will be free from 
galleries. The floor will be elevated ill 
tiers giving a full hall. 


It is estimated that it will cost about 


$35.000 to put the building in the de- 
tired shape. It hasi not been deemed 
necessary to put a gallery in the hall, 
as at first proposed.

Thirty-third ana South .streets, within 
15 minutes ride of tho heart of the 
city, and is surrounded by the various 
buildings of Philadelphia's ir.ost noted 
seat of learning, the University of 
Pennsylvania. Only 
halt' a square 


away is tho magnificent University ! 
museum, recently opened in memo- i 
ry ot the tote Dr. Topper, and Frank- j 
liu field, * the scene of many hard 
fou.rrht intercollegiate contests, is di- 
rectly across the street. But little fur- 
ther removed are laboratories, dispen- 
saries, hospitals and other buildings 
devoted to Intellectual development. 


Second only in importance to the 


hall problem Is the question of how 
to provide comfortable accommoda- 
tions for the incoming throng. Within 
an hour after tho announcement of the 
decision of the national committee that 
the convention would meet in Phila- 
delphia telegrams of inquiry began to 
pour into the different hotels in that 
city from prominent politicians in all 
parts of the country.

nent exceptions, all the lending hotels 
of Philadelphia fire bunched within a 
small radius, and it is safe to assume 
that the majority of the visiting poli- 
ticians will find their Mecca and fa- 
vonl.c haunts along Broad street, bc- 
tweon Chestutit and Spruce.
